Montenegro may not have played 
her final part in the world war, ac- 
cording to an official announcement 
in Paris today. 
This 
states 
that 
news of her surrender may 
have 
been 
premature, 
as 
it 
has 
been 
learned from another 
source 
that 
the Montenegrins' negotiations with 
Austria have been broken off, tiie 
conditions imposed by the Austrian 
authorities being such as Montenegro 
could not accept. 


The source of the information is 
not given in the Paris 
statement 
which adds that King Nicholas and 
the royal family of Montenegrins to- 
gether with the diplomatic corps are 
about to proceed to Italy. 


Military 
operations 
along 
the 
various fronts in the European thea- 
ter of war have been relatively un- 
important since the cessation of the 
fighting in Montenegro and the halt 
of the Russian offensive in the east- 
em Galicia and on the Bessarabian 
frontier. 
Paris reports quiet on the 
Franco-Belgian front and the only 
mention of activity along the east- 
em front, contained in the current 
statement from Berlin is that of a 
German air squadron which attacked 
Russian storage depots and other 
military establishments at Tranopol, 
Galicia. 


Today's German official statement 
announces that a hostile air squad- 
ron dropped bombs on Metz, caus 
ing material damage but no casual- 
4es so far as reported.

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Indiana and the Emergency Tax Law. 


Sojjic figures in reports just compiled in the two internaKrevenue 
oftieos ^vliieh cover the district of Jiidiana arc illuminating as showing 
the very large part Indiana is playing in contribution to the grand 
total of $87,000,000 of special revenue raised by the federal govem- 
iiiojit under the emergency act passed in October, 1914—famiUarly 
known as the special war tar. This was in addition to the ordinary 
revenue collections. 
It not only placed an additional levy upon 
liquors which were already paying a tax, but reached out to include 
number of other industries w^hich had not come under the scope of 
le revenue laws. 


In wliat is known as the Sixth district, which comprises fifty- 
nine counties of the state, including Allen, there was collected during 
the past fourteen months a total of $1,175,444.71 of the special 
emergency war revenue. In the Seventh district, comprising the re- 
maining thirty-three counties in the southern part of the state— 
which includes a lot of big distilleries and brewing concerns, the col- 
lections reached a monthly average of more than $1,000,000. The 
special tax reaches not only the liquor industry but manufacturers of 
cigars, dealers in tobacco, banks, brokers, pawnbrokers, theatres, cir- 
cuses, public exhibitions of certain forms, bowling alleys^ pool and 
billiard establishments, commission merchants, manufacturers of 
xiigaret.tes and the documentaiy stamps required in various transac- 
tions. 


.Reverting again to the Sixth district, the revenue report shows 
K fruni'tho special tax on theatres the government realized $29,- 
''332.55. 
In this connection it is explained.that approximately 3,000 
theatres are opera led in the Sixth district, with approximately thirty- 
seven moving picture houses to each regular theatre. 
Should the 
regular theatres which have been changed to moving picture estab- 
lishments be taken into consideration, the ratio would be much 
greater, 
lairing the first eight months, the revenue from circuses 
was only $58.34, Avhilc the last six months shows a total of $42^.15. 
The first eight months covered a period from November to June, when 
eircuses were in winter quarters, while the last six months included 
the circus season. 


The special tax, whicli oi;iginariy was fixed to expire on Decern- 
ber 31 last, was extended another year by congress early soon after 
its opening in December. 


With l)CC0ining jiiodesty members of the Fort Wayne Real Estate 
exchange have selected 125,000 as Iheir estimate of the city's popu- 
lation ten years hence, while the optimism of the ordinary" guesser 
would have led him to place the total much higher. All the logic, the 
laAV of averages, the indications and the prospects point to the 125,- 
000 estimate as a very eonseiwative figure. As a matter of fact Fort 
Wayne's future seems so hopefully roseate that there is no necessity 
for extravagant claims. The city has ahvays justified the highest and 
best expectations in growth and in progress as in all things else. 


Fort Wayne is highly gratified at the presence of the Indiana 
Master House Painters and Decorators who are in the city for their 
annual convention. It has some mighty fine fellow-citizens in the 
craft, and it is pleased to meet and to know oth.er representatives of 
the industry from over the state. It trusts the convention may be in- 
teresting and profitable, and that the visitors may each find their stay 
in Fort Wayne as pleasant a« the most cordial welcome and the most 
gracious hospitality can make it.

F. C. Cler, a veteran Savannah shoe 
maker, has been commissioned by David 
Woostencroft, manager of the Goodhope 
camp, near Ridgeland, to make a com- 
plete set of shoes for ten dogs, and he 
has now completed the order. The shoes 
cost forty dollai's. 
The purchaser ex- 
plains that the shoes are needed for 
bird dogs and others used in deer and 
fox hunting in order to protect their 
feet from the misery of the cockspur, 
or sandspur.

YOUR HANDS 
How to Care for 
Them In Cold 
Weather. 


BY EDNA EG AN. 


HE woman who does her owi 
housework finds it hard to 
keep her hands in good con- 
dition during cold weather. 
: There are some skins^that are uuaf- 
.fected by heat or cold, but the major- 
ity of women are not so constituted. 
' As there is more formal entertaining 
;in Winter than in summer, it is more 
;necessary that the hands should 
be 
presentable, but too often they are the 
deispair of their owners. 


Prevention is better than cure, and 
careful attention to preserving the 
hands as much as possible is the first 
step. All extremes of temperatjUre and 
especially the splashing of hands al- 
ternately in hot and cold water should 
be avoided. 
When common soap is 
used, as in dish washing, employ a 
mop, and so keep the hands out of the 
water. Do not have the water too hot. 


While the hands must be always 
'kept clean, if they are to be soft and 
white it is a mistake to wash them too 
often. Instead, a few drops of olive 
oil, rubbed well in^ will be better, 
dusting with talcum powder, and then 
a final wiping with a coarse towel. 
This'protects the flesh from growing 
callous. 


When the hands are very sensitive, 
old, loose kid gloves should be worn 
for any rough or hard work. Hands 
should never be exposed to cold air 
without covering. It is a good plan to 
keep a jar of oatmeal near the kitchen 
isink to plunge the hands into for a 
ifinal drying after washing. 


A powder used by English women 
for keeping the hands white and soft 
is miade from two ounces each of pow- 
dered marshmallow root and carbon- 
ate of soda stirred Into 12 ounces of 
barley meal. 
They also make an 
equally good paste by shaving two 
ounces of almond soap into two ounces 
of fresh lemon juice. When glycerin 
agrees with the skin half an ounce of 
It is added.

Cocoa Fudge.

Steam two hours. 
Serve with any favorite sauces. The 
following is a good Inexpensive sauce: 


Pudding Sauce—Two cups hot wa- 


teaspoon salt, enough flour to stir as 
stiff as you can. Drop from spoon into 
boiling stew and boil for 20 minutes 
without stirring. 
If you get in flour 
enough they will be very light and 
nice. 


Hash With Eggs. 


This is delicious: One cup of boiled 
ham, chopped fine, one cup of potato, 
mashed or chopped, one cup of cracker 
or breadcrumbs; season well, mix all 
together with water, put in a deep 
plate, smooth it over and then make 
little dents in the top large enough to 
hold an egg. Put it in the oven and 
heat it through, then remove and drop 
an egg in each of the places and return

When done, they

longer In cold water, to which a ¡ittle

crease the crisp.ness of the leaves.^

Chrysanthemums, 
stocks, violets, roses, nasturtiums and

excellent. 
Nastur-

good, as they possess strong antitoxic 
powers.

Cover to the depth of one- 
fourth Inch with fresh, sweet milk, and 
let simmer very gently on the back of- 
range pr In the oven for about 20 min- 
utes. 


Shrimp in Aspic. 


One pint white stock boiling, add one 
dessert spoon powdered gelatine, juice 
half lemon, drain and rinse two cans, 
shrimps. Place shrimps in Individual 
molds and pour partially cooled jelly 
over them. 
To unmold nicely, set 
molds on cloth wrung out in hot water 
for five seconds. Serve on heart let- 
tuce leaves with mayonnaise. 


Left over bits of salmon or cooked 
white fish can be used in this way. The 
stock, of course, is thoroughly season- 
ed when the fowl or veal is cooked, 
for a four-pound fowl or three-pound 
veal knuckle add three quarts cold wa- 
ter, one bay leaf,Hwo cloves, one cup 
celery tops and coarse bits, two onions 
sliced, one tablespoon salt, ^quarter 
teaspoon white pepper.

Fact is Emphasized by Re- 
cent Riot at East 
Youngstown. 


(Editors Note—A week or more ago, 
thousands of workers "rom other landa 
were rioting—shooting, stabbing, burn- 
mz—in tiie town of East Youngstowu, 
0." Troops were called but the trouble 
quickiy euded and the soldiers are home 
aiaiii. 


What was the cause of the turmoil 
ar-iong these emigrant laborers? Robert 
E, Lcv.is, general secretary of the Y. M, 
C. A. in Cleveland, 0., and delegate to 
the Americainsm convention in Philadel- 
phia, went to East Youngstown when 
inattcirs had quieted down and made a 
personal investigation. 
He sends the 
Sentinel the following letter).

Youngstown, 0., Jan. ]!)—As I stood 
on the stf'cl brid{<c extending from the 
East Youngstown rnins to tho great 
plant of the Sheet and Tube company, 
it looked as though thf San Francisco

ferred to the Mahoning valley.

how tile riot started. 
There are large 
problems involved in the great unAmer- 
ican.. 
unassimilated 
masses 
resideni 
auiüiig us everywhere. 


As one mingles with the dense un- 
naturalized population of YoTingBtown, 
the question of their Americanization 
is ever present. 
Superintendent Ch*ney 
of tile public ecliools told me that there 
arc no nifeht schools to counteract aduic 
illiteracy in Youngstown, and that the 
board of education would not appropri- 
ate a dollar for the purpose. 


This is t.vpical of the situation in 
other mill towns. 


It may be said that the remedy is 
an enlightened public conscience. School 
boards and tax commissioners must not 
do their best, and even though they do 
not do their mostt, they must clo fecme- 
thing.

be a manly man and be a Christian; 
that they want something more prac- 
tical than Christianity offers. 


Yet those who make such criticisma 
know that they have Jio right to ex- 
press an opinion a« to the value of re- 
ligion. They have neither put it to tht? 
_,test, nor have they sought the opinion 
f^^of those who have tried Christianity 
I for themselves. 
The wise business man 
f! testa severely every proposition made 
f '^fco hÌTn and learns all he can of what 
others think of it. 
The careful scien- 
I' tist refuses to give a final opinion con- 
reming new matters which come to his 
attention until he has oxliausted every 
Ksouree in gathering material for his 
¿„opinion. The housewife never feels sure 
of a new appliance until she has proved 
f U t and has learned what others think 
f of it. 
Everywhere the demand is for 
proof, not mere opinion. 


Then why do eo many insist that re- 
; ligioo is worthless, when they have not 
tried it? 
Is it because they are afraid 
to try it, for fear they will be com- 


- pelled to own that life ie not worth liv- 
- Ing- without it? 
Why do they listen 
;. only to the opinion of those who know 


nothing of religion, or of those who 
' have called themselves religious when 
" they know their religion is vain? 
Why 
' do they insist on judging religion by 
those whose lives are a discredit to the 
(rospel? 
Is it because they have made 


- tip their minds that they will not be 
convinced of the value of true religion ? 


Tolstoy xvrote in one of his books of 
the difference it made in his lifp when 


- he resolved to test relienon for himself. 


He said: "For thirty-five years of my 
.life I was a man who believed in noth- 
ing. Five years ago faith came to me; 
I believed in the doctrine o^ Jesus and 
my whole life underwent 
a 
sudden 
transformation. What I haA wished for 
I wished for no longer, and I began to 
desire what I had never desired before. 
What had once appeared to me to be 
right became -n^rong, and the way of 
tlie past I beheld as right. 
My soul, 
ever filled with despair of life and fear 
of death, is now full of happiness and 
peace."' 


In response to the request of the edi- 
tor of The Presbyterian Advance sub 
scribers recentl- contributed to a sym- 
posium on "What religion has done for 
me."' 


One man told of a life that was full 
of dissatisfaction until one night he de- 
cided to be a Cbi-istian. He wrote thus 
of what followed: 


"From that moment there was fii my 
life a new power r^d a new purpose. 
Little by little . I was able to overcome 
the evil tendencies, little by little to 
grow in grace and to make up some of 
the deficiencies of boyhood.

"First—I became convinced that the 
use of alcohol in any form was not a 
necessity.

believed that the whole race of men had 
existed for centuries previous to its dis- 
covery. 


"Second—I was struck by the indis- 
putable fact that in England fifty thou- 
sand inhabitants of our prisons, accus- 
tomed to strong drink all their lives, 
and the majority of them brought into 
prison directly or indirectly by it, could 
be, and were from the moment of their 
imprisonment, absolutely deprived of it, 
not only Avithout loss, but with entire 
ain to their per-onal health. 
"Third—I derived from the recoi'd tes- 
timony' of our most eminent physicians 
that the use of alcohol is a subtle and 
manifold source of disease 
even 
to 


thousands who use it in quantities con- 
venientlj' deemed moderate; also that 
all the 3'oung, and all the healthy, and 
all who sleep well and eat well do not 
irc it, and are better without it. 


"Fourth—'Ilien tiie carefully 
drawn 
statistics of many msurance societies 
convinced me that total abstinence, so 
far from shortening life distinctly and 
indisputably conduced to longevity. 


"Fifth—Then 
I 
accumulated proof 
that drink is so far from being requi- 
site to physical strength or intellectual 
force, that many of our greatest ath- 
letes, from the days of Samson 
on- 
wardj 'whose drink was only of 
the 
crystal brook' achieved without alcohol 
iM?rrhtier feats than have been achieved 
with it. 


"Sixth—And besides all this, I knew 
that the life of man always gains by 
abolishing needless expenses and avoid- 
ing artificial wants. 
Benjamin Frank- 
lin said, a hundred years ago, 'Temper- 
ance puts wood on the tire, meat in the 
barrel, Hour in the tub, money in the 
nurse, credit in the country, clothes on 
the bairns, intclJigence in the brain and 
spirit in the constitution."

It Isn't enough that

she does. But put yourself in her place.

lections reached a monthly average of- more than ifl ,000,000. The 
. special tax reaches not only the liquor industry but manufacturers of 
'cigars, dealers in tobacco, banks, brokers, pawnbrokers, .theatres, cir- 
cuses, public exhibitions otVeertain forms, bowling alleys, pool and 
billiard establishments, commission merchants, manufacturers of 
'cigarettes and the documentary stamps required in various transac- 
tions. 


Ik-verting again to the Sixth district, the revenue report shows 


that .from the special tax on theatres the government; realized $29,- 
3D2.f)5. 
In this connection it is explained that approximately 3,000 


theatres are operated in the Sixth district, with approximately thirty- 
seven moving picture houses to each regular theatre. 
Should the 


regular theatres which have been changed to moving picture estab- 
lishments be. taken into consideration, the ratio would be much 
greater. During the first eight months, the revenue from circuses 
was only £58.34. while the last six months shows a total of $429.15. 
The first eight, months covered a period from November to June, when 
circuses were iu winter- quarters, while the last-six months included 
the circus season. 


The special tax. which -originally was fixed to expire on Decem- 


ber 31 last .'was extended another year by congress early soon after 
its opening in December.

YOUR HANDS 
How to Care for 
Them In Cold 


Weather.

BY EDNA ECAX. 


HE woman who does her own 


housework finds it bar*! to 
keep her hands In good con- 
dition during cold -weather. 


There are some skins that are unaf- 
fected by heat or cold, but the major- 
ity of women are not so constituted. 


As there is more formal entertaining 


In Witter'than in summer, it is more 
necessary that the hands shoul-1 be 
presentable, but too often they are the 
despair of their owners. 


Prevention is better than cure, and 


careful attention to preserving the 
hands as much as possible is the first 
step. All extremes of temperature and 
especially the splashing of hands al- 
ternately in hot and cold water should 
be avoided. When common soap is 
used, as in dish •washing, employ a 
mop, and BO keep the hands out of the 
water. Do not have the water too hot. 


\Vbile the hands must be always 


kept clean, if they ar« to be soft and 
white it is a mistake to wash them too 
often. Instead, a few drops of ollva 
oil, 
rubbed well in, will be better 


dusting with talcum powder, and then 
a final wiping with a coarse towel. 
This protects the flesh from growing 
callous. 


When the hands are very sensitive 


old. loose kid gloves should be worn 
for any rough or hard work. 
Hands 


should never be exposed to cold air 
without covering. It is a good plan to 
keep a jar of oatmeal near the kitchen 
eink to plunge the hands into for a 
final drying after washing. 


A powder used by English women 


for keeping the hands white and soft 
is made from two ounces each of pow- 
dered marshmallow root and carbon- 
ate of soda stirred into 12 ounces of 
barley meal. 
They also make an 


equally good paste by shaving two 
ounces of almond soap into two ounces 
of fresh lemon juice. When glycerin 
agrees with the skin half an ounce of 
it is added.

Serve with any favorite sauces. The 
following is a good inexpensive sauce: 


Pudding Sauce—Two cups hot wa- 


ter, one cup sugar, three heaping tea- 
spoons cornstarch, one tablespoon but- 
ter, one tablespoon vinegar, one tea- 
spoon lemon extract. 


Apple Dumplings. 


Make same mixture as for biscuits 


and roll it out thin. Pare and core six 


teaspoon salt, enough flour to stir as 
stiff at you can. Drop from spoon into 
boiling stew and boil for 20 minutes 
without stirring. If you get in flour 
enough they will bo very light and 
nice.

Superintendent Ch<u»ey 
of the public schools told me that there 
are no night schools to counteract adult 
illiteracy in Youngstown, and that the 
board of education would not appropri- 
ate a dollar for the purpose.

King Gustav Urges Vigor- 


ous Preparation Before 


Parliament, 


London, Jan. 19.— (1:16N p. m.)— 


The Politiken of Copenhagen, as quoted 
by the Exchange Telegraph correspond^ 
ent there, says that anxiety : has •' beeji' 
aroused in Stockholm by tho opening of 
the Swedish jarlianient by King .Gus- 
lar, who urged vigorous preparation of 
national defenses in view of the dis- 
regard on the part of belligerents of . 
neutral rights. 
Tho situation is a 


source of concern, in Stockholm, the 
correspondent says, on account of the 
seizure by the British last week of • a 
large quantity of provisions from the 
Swedish-American 
steamship 
Stock- 


holm, from New' York for Stockholm. 


The action of the British authorities 


is criticized sharply by the Swedish 
press, which expresses the opinion that 
the value of the goods seized cannot be 
regarded as anything like an adequate 
offset to the effect of the incident on 
relations between Sweden .and Great 
.Britain.

papers 
state that 
such actions are 


worse than an open rupture.

Branting, socialist leader in the second 
Swedish chamber, who recently visited 
the allied front in Flanders is quoted 
by the Social Dcmokraten "as saying 
that he prefers decisive action a day 
too early rather' than a day too late 
in order to save Sweden from com- 
plications.

speech from the throne did not make 
tho usual reference to the good rela- 
tions -of Sweden with foreign powers,'' 
the correspondent adds.
